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This is a decision in response to the petition under 37 CFR 
1.137(b) , filed September 2, 2005, to revive the above-identified 
application. The petition is properly treated as a petition to 
withdraw the holding of abandonment of the application under 37 CFR 
1.181 (no fee) . 

This Petition is hereby dismissed .

Office 
records also reveal that an Issue Fee Form for the above- 
identified application was received in this Office on February

A further review of Office records reveal that an attempt to 
charge deposit account 05-0225 the issue fee on February 24, 
2005 was unsuccessful because of a lack of funds' in deposit 
account 05-0225.
